Pope Sylvester 11, May Have Been 
the Inveritor of the First 
Timepiece 


Nobody: knows who. invented ‘the 
watch. Laborious reseatch by, anti- 
quarians-in: all ages has’ so tar failed 
to reveal anythiag. which would serve 
as.a basis. for definite historical. fact.
